BiE IT ENACTED BY THE MAYOR

The Socialists at Lyons. 

SILVER WEDDING AT BERLIN. 

Paris, Jan. 10. — The Figaro pub- 
lishes a: manifesto professedly issued 
by Prince Napoleon, The manifesto 
waa found placarded in several quart- 
ers o£. Paris. Tho prince dwells upon 
the importance and incapacity of I he 
government, the 4 disunion' of parlia- 
ment and tho decadence of tho army 
and finances. He declares religion is 
attacked and observes .that concord in 
it can alone establish a religious peace. 
The, prince refuses any compromise 
'with, the royalists. He adverts to the 
plebiscite by which tho empire was 
sanctioned. The manifesto was at 
first regarded as a hoax and man}' still 
doubt its genuineness. The Figaro 
lias been seized. If the manifesto is 
genuine tlie prince frill 'be ordered to 
quit France, and will be conducted to 
the frontier in the event of his refusal 

Paris, Jan. 16. — Prir.ce Napoleon 
was' arrested this afternoon and taken 
to the conciergerie. 

The police tore down the manifesto. 

In the chamber of deputies J olibois, 
Bonapartist, interpolated the govern- 
ment on the subject of the arrest of 
Prince Napoleon. He said tho issue 
of the manifesto was simply a press 
offence. The prince, lie declared, only 
' exercised his 'right, and the minister 
of justice had exceeded his authority 
in causing tho prince's arrest. 
., , , .j ;Devea rbplied that the manifesto had 
not only been published but placarded. 
This fact had been brought to tho atten- 
tion of the judicial authorities, who in 
the exercise of the complete freedom of 
action they possessed, issued tho warrant 
for the arrest of the prince. Devcs added 
the matter would in due tinio come before 
tho tribunals. Tho government was firm- 
ly resolved to Bee tho law strictly observ- 
ed by all citizens of the republic, not ex- 
cepting Prince.Jeromo. 

Floquet, republican vice-president of 
tho chamber, brought forward a motion 
prohibiting the presence in France or Al- 
geria of any members of the former 
Froncli dynasties. 

Martin Feuillo, republican, moved the 
order of the day be approving the action 
of tho government in regard to Prince 
Napoleon; tho motion was adopted — 417 
to 87. 

Bisacca said ho was anxious to soparate 
the personality of kings and princes from 
the present incident. 

Loud protests followed this remark, 
and the president of tho chamber ruled 
the words "kings and princes" uncon- 
stitutional. They then voted for Floquet 
— 338 ayes to 11 '2 noen. 

A member of the Temps' staff inter- 
viewed Princo Napoleon to-day on the 
eubjoct of his manifesto. 

The prince said he had issued the man- 
ifesto because everything was going wrong 
in Franco. That the republic had proved 
its incapacity for governing; it had not 
received the sanction of the popular vote; 
that tho republicans wore wrong in riot 
having resorted to plebiscite a few years 
ago, when they would have secured five 
- million suffrages. 

' Princo Napoleon denied that ho had 
apy personal 'interest in the matter. He 
Baid lip was a supporter of scruthi do listo 
because ho boliovod, under tho present 
system, the executive waa governed chief- 
ly' by local interests. He should like to 
• see at tho head of the republic a man of 
tho nation, olected by tho nation, as in 
the United Status. 

' " Let the people," said tho princo "ap- 
point Orovy if they pluase, but at any 
rate free the executivo from the influence 
of deputioB elected by mere arrondise- 
• menta. With the present chamber of de- 
puties it is impossible to hope for any- 
thing, for Gambotta failed to imbuo it 
with principles of government, and where 
lie failed nono could hope to succeed." 

Princo Napoleon deniod ho aimed at 
personal power, tho co-existence of which 
with tho liberty of press, liberty of asso- 
ciation and parliamentary control was, he 
Baid, impossible. If Count deChambord 
were to attempt to ascond tho throne, ho 
—Princo Napoleon— would be- the first to 
seize a musket and mount tho barricades. 
The prince said he believed parliamentary 
regimo only practicable undor constitu- 
tional-monarchy. Ho was convinced of 
the perfect legality of his manifesto. 
Compotont persons, lie said, approved its 
terms and affirmed that the placarding of 
it was legal. . , 

Lyons, Jan. 10. — At the trial of the 
anarchists to-day, Prince Krapptkine, ad- 
dreBBing tho court in his own defence, 
sought to show that tho so-called interna- 
tionalists did not exist. Anarchical ideas 
|io declared, jvpre spreading, despito all 
efforts to suppress them. '1S1)6 wtiro con- 
demned tho result would bo to attach 
proselytes to the cause. Fie had been ar- 
rested, he averred, because hp was a for- 
eigner and becauso it was' thought desir- 
able to gibbet an effigy of the interna- 
tionalists.

Pauls, Jan. 17. — The appearance of j 
Frince Jerome's manifesto is regarded by 
some as a inarch stolen on tho legitima- | 
tists, for it was known that Count do j 
Ohambord, impelled by his supporters, 
was preparing a manifesto. Eighteen 
thousand placards have been printed with 
the greatest secrecy. 

Baron ide Ruet asked to be arrested as ! 
accessory to tho promulgation of the man- 
ifesto, but the magistrate refused to take 
him into custody. , . , 

Reports from the provinces state that 
the news' of tho arrest of Prince Jerome 
created no .sensation. 

Madrid, Jan. 17. '-•Twenty-two shocks 
of earthquake occurred in Muroia yester- 
day. Several houses were destroyed. 

London, Jan. 17.— Policemen sent to 
arrost crofters in thu isle of Skye, were 
forcibly repelled. 

Pauls, Jan. 17. — Papers generally ap- 
prove the arrest of Princo Napoleon, but 
nearly all condemn the urgency in the 
deputies prohibiting the presence in 
France or Algeria of any member of the 
former French dynasties. 

Berlin, Jan. 17. — At the fifth repre- 
sentation of Hamlet, Booth was repeated- 
ly called before the curtain. 

Crown Prince Frederick William was 
present, accompanied by Herr Warder, 
the well known exponent of Shakespeare,. 

Galvay, Jan. 17- — Thomas Higgins 
and Michael Flynn were hanged this 
morning for complicity in the murder of 
Huddy. Public executioner Manvood 
officiated. They both walked firmly, to 
tho scaffold, and died without a struggle. 
Neithor made a' statement, but during 
their, confinement expressed penitence. 
But small interest was taken in the dxe- 
cation, and only a few persons wore pres- 
ent. 

Lyons, Jan. 14. — Tho government has 
directed under close arrest for a month of 
tho captain of the army who at the res 
cent trial of anarchists insulted prisoners 
in the dock and exclaimed that he hoped ' 
he would soon have an opportunity of 
shooting some of them. 

Several newspapers affirm that France j 
is resolved to uphold hor rights in Egypt 
and the state of the question will prob- | 
ably be submitted to a congress. 

Paris, Jan. 15. — Tho Park announced 
the seizure, in Alsace-Lorraine, of its is- 
sue of the 10th containing an article com; 
men ti jig strongly on the report that the 
Alsatian deputies to the Reichstag, who 
attended Gambotta'a funeral, would bo 
censured and expelled by the Reichstag 
on their return. 

The -Pur/a romarks: " This is an honor, 
of which we aro proud. Tho remains of 
Gambotta should bo interred at tho high- 
est point of tho cemetery bore, so that 
the monument bo visible from afar." 

Lyons, Jan. IB. — Prisoner Oautier, 
ono of tho anarchists, admitted ho had 
rolations with Elize lteclus, and said ho 
had as good a right to see Rcclus as 
Rochefort "had to seo Parnoll, or G.ambet- 
ta to soo tho Princo of Walo3. 

BERLIN, Jan. 15. — Miscreants were 
captured near Frank ehth'al while trying 
to cut tho dams, with tho objoet of creat- 
ing fresh opportunities for plunder. Sol- 
diers repaired tho mischief, thus avoiding 
a great disaster. The estimated lossos by 
floods in Germany will reach eighty mil- 
lion marks.

Milwaukee, Jan. 10. — It is nonrly a 
week sinco tlie fire and the wildest reports 
of the first day are fully realized. Up to 
C o'clock last night 28 bodies were re- 
covered, and three more wero found to- 
day by noon. All the girls in the lauii- 
■ dry doubtless wero struggling to reach 
tlio passage out into the bank building 
when the flames and smoke stopped them. 
At 2 p. m. thu body of a largo heavy man 
was found at tho foot of thu old entrance 
for ladies. He had found the head of the 
stairs on fire and his retreat cut oft' and 
mado a leap through tho sea of Samoa for 
the pavement, and struck over the wall. 
l: 'Ko means of identifying the body. Tho 
excavation extend well into tho court, 
where it was expected to find many bod- 
ies, but they wore not discovered and it 
is now believed that moat of the inmates 
of the house got to the outside, and the 
worst is known . 

Crowds about tho house are increasing 
as the weather moderates. 

Cieo. Shillor, lessee of the bar-room of 
the Newhall House, was arrested this 
afternoon on the suspicion of having set 
fire to tho hotel. Shiller says that ho 
closed his saloon at 1:30 a.m., but it is 
found that in company with Will Sander- 
son and Tom Dunbar, he returned to the 
saloon after 3 a.m. The greatest excite- 
ment prevails. Ho did not seem very 
"much surprised, made no statement, and 
when -locked up was pretty badly broken 
up. lie had been drinking heavily. since 
tho fire. 

It is reported Shelter was arrested 
principally on tho statement of Liuehan 
and another employe They claim they 
taw Shiller iu tho . wood room where, 
Linohan says, the fire originated, and 
that he was thero after 3 o'clock; a. m. 
Tho district attorney refused to let any- 
one ceo Shillor, tho excuseibeing he was 
afn.id an attempt would be mado to lynch 
him. 

To-night tho ineasongor reportod at tho 
sheriffs office that excited knots wero on 
the streets with talk of lynching. Ho 
feared there would l>o trouble when it 
became generally known Shiller is in 
tho custody of the police, and tho sheriff 
is prepared to defend him. Extra guards 
will l>o kopt at the jail all night. 
Chicago, Jan. '1(3. — Firo burned tlio 
' nail "factory, one of the largest - in tho 
United States, at Cummings' Station, 25 
miles from Chicago. The factory nnd 
machinery 'coBt 9200,000. In addition to 
this was a stock of at least 15,000 K'-jra of 
naiJs, and probably much more, and a 
large f.nd valuable collection of patterns. 
. It was. undoubtedly of incendiary ori- 
gin. 

Albany, N. Y., Jan. 1C. — Tho "wad- 
dle Hall block, including the opera house 
Albany county bank, eight or ten retail 
atoros and a lumber office wore destroyed 
by lire. The property is assessed at 
§230,000, total loss, §300,000; insurance, 
§200,000. 

St. Louis, Jan. 10.— C. Conard & Co., 
manufacturers of the Budwoiser brer, 
have failed. Liabilities slightly over 
9500,000. The principal creditor is the 
Anhaeusor-Lusch Brewing Co., for §94,- 
000. It is believed the assets will be 
noarly a million. A meeting of creditors 
will bo held next Monday. No definite 
statement has been obtained. The firm 
did a business of §1,500,000 yearly, and 
had branches in Texas, Colorado, Ndw 
Mexico, Arizona, California and other 
states. Friends say the capital was too 
small for tho business. Tho failure of P. 
V. Smith & Co., Tombstone, and tho de- 
falcation of Kissel, city treasurer of Tuc- 
son, who was tho agent of Conard & Co., 
hastened the suspension. 

Milwaukee, Jan. 17. — Five bodies 
were buried to day, among them T. B. 
Elliott, a prominent lawyer, who camo to 
the hotel on the 3 o'clock train tho morn- 
ing of tho tiro. Half an hour later lie 
jumped from thu fourth story window. 
Ho broke both legs, injured his spine and 
died Friday. He was a prominent Mason 
and Btato representative of the United 
States Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows.

THE FIRE FIEND IN ST. 
PETERSBURG. 

0IRCTJS BUILDING BURNED. 

IVo Hundred and Sixty-Eitfit Lives' 
Lost. 

St. PETKRSBuilOj Jan. IC — Tho loss of 
lifo by the burning of a circus in Bordita- 
cheff on Saturday is not as great as at first 
reported, but it Ls believed that over 150 
persons perished. The firo broko out to- 
wards the end of tho performance. It 
was caused by the careless handling of 
fireworks on tho stage. The curtain bo- 
camo ignited, tho (lames quickly spread to 
tho walls and roof. Membora of the or- 
chestra wero among tlio victims. The au- 
diouco, numbering 800, rushed to the 
front door, which oponed inwards. They 
then made for tho two side doors, but 
both were nailed up, compelling tho peo- 
plo to tako to tho window-3, from which 
many sprang into tho street with their 
clothes a sheet of flames. Tho liro brig- 
ade arrived withiu half an hour, but it 
was impossible to extinguish tho flames as 
the water in tho tanks was frozen. 
Tho fire lastod two hours. An oyo wit- 
ness states that when tho doors wero' 
finally opouod a mass of burning persons 
wore vitublo within. Tho horses of the 
circus were all destroyod. The circus was 
a wooden structuru. The horses running 
about wildly increased thu confusion. It 
is stated now that -100 persons woro suffo- 
cated, crushed or burned to death. 

The ice broko while tho firo brigade was 
crossing the river, thus preventing them 
from reaching the (ire more promptly. 

It i." estimated 90 men, 120 women and 
GO children lost their lives. The victims 
includo the colonel of police and vico- 
prosidontof tho llerditscheir bourse. The 
audience consisted mainly of Jews. 

Another account says tho fire was caus- 
ed by a groom having thrown a lighted 
cigaretto on the straw in tho stables, sot- 
ting it on firo. Another groom tried to 
stamp out tho firo, but a strong draught 
fanned tho Dames and caused them to 
spread. Tho author of the firo perished, 
also two clowns, believed to bo English- 
men. 

Yesterday a man, whoso wife and three 
childreu aro among the victims, stabbed a 
senior niomber of tho merchants' guild in 
tho street and thou tried to cut his own 
throat. It ii supposed the murdered man 
abandoned the assailant's wife and chil- 
dren in order to otfoct his own escape 
from the building. 

Tho Russian Bayard. 

Michael Dimitritcli SkobolofT was 
born on the 20th of September, 1843, 
and had thus barely attained his thirty- 
ninth year. He did not come of an 
old or nobie Russian family, though 
his father was a General, and had won 
considerable reputation as a cavalry 
commander in tho campaign against 
Turkey in 1824. Baron Stuart, Russ- 
ian Ministerat Bucharest, himself, as his 
name indicutes, of Scotch descent, in- 
formed a com mon friend that the elder- 
Skobelell' was the grandson of a Scotch 
emigrant to Russia, Slcobic by name. 
1 remember asking your SkobelefF a« 
to the truth of this report, whereupon 
ho replied: — " I believe there is some* 
thing in it, but I make little account of 
genealogical trees. Mere family never 
made a man great. Thought and deed 
alone, not pedigree, tiro tho passports 
to enduring fame." Young Skobelefl's 
general education was received mainly 
at home, 011 tho paternal estate of .Spas 
skage and at Moscow, under the super- 
intendence of his mother, and with the 
assistance of a tutor of French nation- 
alitv. Skobelell' was warmly attached 
to his tutor, who remained as a friend 
of the family, at Spasskoje, till . the 
close of hia brilliant pupil's too-short 
life. I had frequent opportunities of 
meeting with this excellent man. 
Possessing little of the sprightliness of 
his race, lie was reserved, shy, and 
unobatrusive in the presence of stran- 
gers, but en famile frank and animated 
in conversation, which displayed, 
though not pedantically, his profound 
learning and varied reading. It was 
easy to see under what influence 
Skobelell' had developed tho tasto for 
letters which lie had inherited from 
his mother. . . . About 6 feet 2 
inches in height, well proportioned, 
square shouldered, he had a firmly knit 
body, muscular and lithe rather than 
Socut, clean limbs, with free and grace- 
ful movements. His hand was not 
large, but sinewy, with the norvous 
grip denoting ready decision and 
warmth of heart. A woman would 
have described his face as handsome, 
and it was manly in every lineament. 
With short-peaked, fair, almost golden, 
whiskerH, the clean shaven chiu and 
well cut mouth almost covered by a 
long silky moustache, indicated great 
firmness of purpose and strength of 
will. His noso was large, straight, fine- 
ly-moulded, ■ and not too prominent 
The flexible nostrils dilated in tho ex- 
citement of battle or animated dis- 
course; this, and tho flashing light of 
his bright blue eyes being tho only 
indications of the volcanic energy of 
the man. llis forehead was lofty, 
rounded rather than broad, and Ilia 
head, covered with short, silky, golden 
hair of .1 line dome shape. On foot 
his tall and graceful presence, his 
free, open, and courteous manner, rivet- 
ed attention. One felt instinctively 
that he was face to faoo with a king 
among men. J He was the best horseman 
1 ever saw bestride a thorough-bred, 
and his splendid personal bearing at 
the head of a colunui of cavalry or the 
central figure of a brilliant staff fully 
realized one's idoa- of tho knightly 
character. His mount was a white or 
light-grey thoroughbred. In a cam- 
paign he had always three remounts 
of these white chargers which we're 
bred on his own estate at Spasakajo. 
His attachment to his horses was as 
that of an Arab, and next to cruelty 
to man nothing roused him more than 
inattention to his equine favorites. 
He admired the English thoi oughbrdd 
as the most perfect of the equino spe- 
cies, and declared that the best cavalry 
horses in the world were a cross bet- 
ween it and the horse Ukraine. From 
his white uniform and white charger 
he received among bis Turkish foes 
the name of Aak Pasha. Wherever 
the fire was hottest or the combat most 

• - 



deadly there was the Aak, or White 
Pasha, and Skobeloli' came to be regar - 
ded by the superstitious-Turkish>sohl> 
iery as a species of demon with a 
charmed life. This reputation, by the 
way, was not confined to the Turkish 
army, though with .thn simplo Russian 
soldiers his charmed life was believed 
to bo duo to tho special interposition 
of Saint Demetrius. 'A Sister of Mer- 
cy, who was a nurse in- one of tho 
field hospitals in tho ravino close to 
tho Lovacha-roud at Plevna, .to!d me 
that a wounded soldier whom she. was 
tending had solemnly assured her that 
nothing eould butt the General. Tho 
bullet which had shattered the arm 
had, ho said, first passed clean through 
the General, but as usual without in- 
juring him in tho slightest — W. Kin- 
naird Roue, hi Fortnightly,.
